Pub- 
lic servants are employed because they 
command popular confidence and the peo- 
ple cheerfully permit officials to keep their 
determinations to themselves whenever, in 
their judgment, the interests of the coun- 
try demand secrecy. At the conclusion of 
the negotiations, or when Congress calls 
for information, the matter is made public 
when the official is condemned or justified 
according as his actis pleasing or displeas- 
ing to the majority.

Contents of the Latest Advices Received 
by the Navy Department at Washing- 
ton—Naval Officials Satisfied With the 
Turn of Byente at Honolulu—affida- 
vits by the Oceanto—Hawalian Aftairs. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The following dis- 
patch was received by the Navy Depart- 
ment to-day; 


HONOLULU, Dec, 5, via San Francisco, Dee, 13.— 
Provisional Government has 1,000 men under arms.

There isnot much attempt on the part of 
the officials inthe Navy Department to con- 
cealthe satisfaction they feel atthe turn 
events have taken in Hawatl, The con- 
tumacious attitude of the Provisional Govern- 
ment towards the United States authority falls 
to awaken any great amount of indignation 
or condemnation in naval circles. The Navy 
has been rather out of sympathy 
with the Administration policy and 
the dissatisfaction has increased with 
the last news received, No intimation can 
be secured from the White House or trom 
the State Department as to the probable 
timeofsendingto the Senate the Hawalian 
papers called for,

PREPARED TO RESIST. 


Hawaii's Provisional Government 
Ready to Fight for Its Life. 


Saw Francisco, Dec. 18.—The latest news 
from Hawali was brought to this city yes- 
terday by the steamer Oceanic, which left 
Honolulu on Dec. 5. Her advices supplement 
those brought by the Arawa to Victoria, 
bearing date of Dec, 4. Important events on 
the island up to Dec. 5 may be summarised 


yas follows: 

Up to the time of the sailing of the Oceanic 
Minister Willis nad made no movement 
looking to the restoration of Queen 
Lilluokalani. 

The arrival ofthe st 
San Francisco on Nov. acht to Hono- 
lulu the news of the p restoration of 
the monarchy. 

Within twenty-four hours after the arrival 
of the steamer a mass meeting was held near 
the Executive building, the tey of the 
United States denounced, and resolutions 
adopted calling upon the Provisional Gov- 
ernment to hold the fort. 

On the 2th the Advisory Council the 
Provisional Goverament passed the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Executive Council inquire of 
the American Minister whether his instructions 
were covered by and in harmony with the letter of 
Secretary Gresham tv President Cleveland. If 80. 
whether he was instructed to use force. 

Resolved, That should the answer bein the at- 
firmative, the coureils recommended that Mr. Willis 
be immediately given his passports and the ex- 
Queen be made a prisouer of state. 

Minister Willis has so far refused to dis- 
close his instructions to the Hawallan Gov- 
ernment. The bellef prevails in Honolula 
that Minister Willis will refuse toactand will 
probably resign before he will tcarry out 
Cleveland’s restoration policy. He refuses to 
be interviewed and it is not known from any 
hint or word he has dropped, either to the 
provisional Government or elsewhere, what 
course he will pursue after the arrival of the 
Alameda, due at Honoltlu Dec. A. with 
Washington dispatches in answer to his ap- 
plication by that vessel for final instructions, 

The Provisional Government has taken 
steps toresist the proposed restoration of 
the Queen by the combined forces of the.Gov- 
ernment, the American League, the Annexa- 
tion Club and Citizens’ Reserve Guard, whose 
joint strength is about 2,000 men. Orders 
were given to those Governments having, or 
to have hereafter, warships in Honolulu 
harbor that no nation would be alowed to 
land troops without the written consent of 
the Provisional Government. 

Two hundred and fifty men were put to 
work fortifying the executive buliding. The 
verandas were fortified with three tiers of 
sand bags. The roof will be similarly treated. 
Companies of sharpshooters, all trained 
men, will occupy the four corner towers 
from basement to roof. The preparations 
thus far made willallow the Government to 
handle with great resistance a force of from 
750 to 800 troops inthe executive buildings, 
and ammunition and stores have been pro- 
vided to withstand ja continuous attack tor 
one month or more should hostilities break 
out. 

The Government claims that with the sup, 
port of the Annexation Club and Citizens’ 
Reserve, backed uP by the present formida- 
ble battery of Gatling quns, Maximsand Aus- 
trian field pieces now on hand, an aggres- 
sive movement could be made if neces. 
sary that would clear Honolulu 
of the aggregate forces of all the 
men-of-war vessels at present in port should 
a landing be made. In case a collision comes 
further aid wea af once rally around the Pro- 
visional Goverbment from other islands. In 
case itis the intention to @arry out the in- 
structions for the restoration of the mon- 
archy, Minister Willis has promised to give 
the Provisional Government thirty-six hours’ 
notice, before acre. 

It is understood that the Oceanic bears dis- 

atches to Minister Thurston, now iin San 

rancisco, the tenor of whith follows: 

The determination of the Government to 
hold the situation against any ye to 
overthrow it, either by revolt or foreign in- 
terference. 

hat the only proposition submitted by the 
Provisional Government to the United States 
was a proposition for annexation. 

That throughout President Dole has refused 
in all diplomatic matters to commit the Pro- 
visional Government to a policy binding 
upon Hawall in case of adverse action by the 
United States Congress. 

The fact is to de emphasised that no ques- 
tion of arbitration has been submitted by the 
Provisional Government, as assumed by Sec- 
retary Gresham. Mr. Thurston is instructed 
that the position taken by him is the correct 
one and the one upon which the Government 
here will insist with force tf necessary.

WAsnINGTON, Dec. 18.— The Democrats of 
the House are greatly embarrassed by the 
call which has been signed for a caucus on 
the tariff. The question has been agitated 
for some time and it was supposed 
yesterday that the opposition had been 
strong enough to smother it, but later the 
requisite number of names were secured and 
the caucus now will be held. 

Tne party managers are considerably em- 
barrassed by the call, as the caucus opens up 
the possibility of a good deal of trouble. 
Just what may be the effect 
no one can tell in advance. 
should the sugar question be the only one 
considered, it probably would cause much 
trouble, asthere is some degree of differ- 
ence on that question in the Committee. 
The fact that the Committee have 
themselves changed the bill since 
they first gave it to the puDlic has, however, 
encouraged members of the House in a hope 
thatthey may be able to force still other 
changes. 

It is feared Dp the advocates of the meas- 
ure that there will be a general assault in the 
caucus on the bill with an attempt 
to add a large number of amend- 
ments. Shorld such a move be made 
and besuccessful it would somplicate the 
whole question, requiring a review of the 
Dill and delay action. It ig probable that 
Mr. Wilson will not be ready with his report 
on the bill till the last of this week,

Henry Simon Is a Handy Man to Have 
Around a Race Track. 

When Judge Joseph Swigert heard that 
Henry Simon was coming to Madison with 
his stable, he remarked: Henry is a very 
handy man to have around a race track 
although he is very unpopular with a certain 
class of owners. I refer to those in the habit 
of entering $1,000 horsesin selling races for 
$200 and $300 and as a rule they have an 
understanding not to bid against each other. 
Now, simon never joins any of these trusts 
or combinations, and whenever he runs sec- 
ond toa cheaply entered but valuable plater 
che victo:sy usvaily becomes a costly one to 
the winner’s owner unless he has bet heavily 
and is in a position to protect 
his entry. Whenever a *hoist’ 
takes place and the winning 
owner bids his horse in, the owner of the 
second horse secures halfof the ‘run up’ 
money. The object of entering a plater 
away below bis real value is to secure light 
weight, which has enabled numerous big 
‘Killings’ to be made. This, of course, 
hurts the bookmakers, and many a ‘bookie’ 
after losing heavily to one of these ‘smart’ 
owners has evened up matters by running up 
the winner almost out of sizht. Down East 
the bookmakers rarely figure in a ‘hoist’ 
whenever ‘Father’ Bill Daly runs second, 
and on the Western circuit Simon imitates 
the Hartfordturfman. Daly is credited with 
having acquired thousands by his operations 
in this respect, but whether Simon has been 
equally as successful no one but himself 
probably knows. I suppose he has made 
money on the turf, as he always bets heavily, 
and he will undoubtedly make matters lively 
nere, added Mr. Swigert.’’
